NEW STAMPS ISSUED 

This month the post office de- 
partment have issued the first 
instalment of the King George 
postage stamps. In the begin- 
ning it is expected that only 
the more commonly used de- 
nominations (the one and two 
cents) will be ready for issue, 
but others will follow shortly. 

The new stamps, which in 
color and design will be the 
same as those of the current 
series, have for their central 
feature a portrait of His Majes- 
ty in the uniform of an admiral! 
typifying the sailor king. At 
the top and above the head of 
the king are found crowns, one 
on each side, emblematic of em- 
pire. The base of the design is 
formed of two supporting bran- 
ches of maple leaves. The de- 
sign which fitly symbolizes the 
empire and the dominion has 
received the approval of the 
king himself, so that the new 
stamps in addition to the de- 
partmental authority have the 
privilege of the royal sanction. 


HOMESTEADER 86 YEARS OLD 


One of the most remarkable 
instances of the wonderfull 
vitalizing influence of the Can- 
andian climate and the possibil- 
ities afforded in our western 
provinces to anyone willing to 
do u little work—not very much 
either—has just come to light. 

David Lane, who for a good 
many years had eked out a pre- 
carious existence as a laborer 
and gardener, in a small way, 
at Leamington, Nova Scotia, 
came out to Alberta as a home- 
steader at eighty-six years of 
age.

cautioning them in this matter. 
Farm machinery is expensive 
anyway, and anything the far- 
mer can do to reduce the ex- 
pense is important. One auth- 
ority says that if the average 
farmer were to be told that he 
was losing five hundred dollars 
a year through the simple neg- 
lect of something on the farm, 
he would be astonished toknow 
it, and would want to know 
how and where the loss was 
coming from. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the aver- 
age farmer is just losing five 
hundred dollars every yearthat 
he leaves his farm machinery 
out during the fall and winter 
months. <A binder under ordi- 
nary conditions and with the 
proper care in housing, should 
last at least ten years. In some 
cases they have been known to 
last as long as fifteen years. 
So for the farmer that has to 
get a new binder every five or 
six years in these times it is 
quite easy to see that the pro- 
fits accruing from the farms are 
going to dwindle away to a 
pretty small item, and ten to 
one that farmer will tell you 
there is nomoney in farming. 

Every farmer, whether farm- 
ing one hundred and sixty acres 
or one thousand acres should 
have sheds for his machinery. 
When through with an article 
of machinery in the summer or 
fall, he should do nothing else 
before he puts that article safe- 
ly away in a good solid shed, 
free from the wind, sun and 
snow. In the case that his shed 
is too small to house all his 
machinery, then he should use 
a little discrimination in choos- 
ing the thing which can least 
stand the outside weather. 
First of course, to go in, should 
be the binder. Above all farm 
implements unfitted to stand 
the elements of the weather is 
the binder. The reel will be 
kept swinging to and fro every 
day by the winds, Besides get- 
ting broken and rotten it will 
become warped and it will lag 
from its proper position and 
every person who ever rode a 
binder knows the beauty of a 
good straight reel. Then there 
is the danger of having things 
taken off your binder ifleft out- 
side—things that will hold you 
up in the field if you don't hap- 
pen to notice it before you start 
out,
